The  alarm  system  at  the  Coopers'  Bell  Acres 
home  is  controlled  by  a  handheld  device.  A  few 
weeks  ago,  its  red  panic  button  was  far  too 
tempting  for  baby  Felix's  fingers. 

Once  pushed,  the  signal  sent  a  warning  to  the 
Bell  Acres  Police  Department. 

Corry  immediately  called  the  company  to 


notify  it  of  the  false  alarm.  But  as  soon  as  she 
got  a  representative  on  the  phone,  she  saw 
Officer  Brian  Brown  driving  up  to  the  home. 

"The  boys  were  really  excited  when  my  hus- 
band opened  the  door.  My  four-year-old  said, 
'Cool  badge!'"  she  says. 

lb  their  delight,  Brown  went  to  his  police  car 
and  returned  with  four  miniature  gold  badges. 
After  explaining  that  only  good  children  get 
such  an  honor,  he  officially  named  them  junior 
Bell  Acres  deputies.

School  board 
accepts  bid 
for  hillside

The  Quaker  Valley  School 
District  accepted  a  bid  from 
Leetsdale  Industrial  Park  Inc.  for 
ownership  of  a  4.4-acre  hillside 
along  Beaver  Street. 

School  officials  said  LIP's  bid 
will  equal  the  cost  of  an  engineer- 
ing soil  analysis  not  to  exceed 
$45,000. 

In  early  January,  flooding  and 
rainstorms  caused  the  hillside, 
owned  by  the  district,  to  slide  and 
cover  100  yards  of  Beaver  Street 
in  Leetsdale  Borough,  forcing  the 
road  to  close. 

LIP  will  use  the  property  for 
130,000  cubic  yards  of  fill  on  the  33 
acres  in  the  park  left  to  be  devel- 
oped, said  Steve  Thomas,  CEO  of 
the  industrial  park. 

Over  the  next  several  months, 
three  new  buildings  will  be  erect- 
ed in  the  park.  Work  on  the  first 
building  begins  this  spring. 

LIP  opted  to  use  the  hillside  for 
fill  rather  than  paying  the  cost  of 
importing  it  from  another  source. 

'"Ms  way  we  can  solve  our 
problem  and  the  school  district's 
problem  at  the  same  time,"  said 
Thomas. 

The  sale  is  contingent  upon  an 
engineering  report  concluding 
that  the  soil  can  be  removed  and 
the  hillside  can  be  stabilized. 

"I  feel  95  percent  sure  the  right 
conditions  will  be  there,"  said 
Thomas. 

LIP  has  30  days  to  exit  the  deal 
if  results  of  the  study  are  unfavor- 
able for  its  purposes. 

LIP  al  so  is  talking  with  bor- 
ough officials  about  buying  prop- 
erty on  either  side  of  Quaker 
Valley  High  School.  Thomas  said 
stabilizing  the  land  benefits  the 
district,  borough  and  LIP

April  12  marks  50th  anniversary  of  Salk  vaccine

Polio  —  a  terrifying  diag- 
nosis. 

The  devastating  dis- 
ease once  ravaged  the  bodies  of 
tens  of  thousands  of  children 
each  year,  spreading  fear 
throughout  the  country.  Those 
affected  could  be  rendered  par- 
alyzed by  the  'virus  within  a 
matter  of  hours. 

Throughout  the  polio  epi- 
demic of  the  1940s  and  1950s, 
infected  children  were  quaran- 
tined. Swimming  pools,  movie 
theaters  and  other  public 
places  were  closed.  Parents 
kept  children  inside  for  fear 
that  they  would  contract  the 
highly-contagious  disease. 

Of  those  who  were  inflicted, 
some  lost  the  use  of  their  arms 
and  legs  while  others  faced 
paralysis  of  their  respiratory 
systems,  resulting  in  the 
dependence  of  an  iron  lung 
machine  to  breathe. 

This  was  the  reality  of  the 
time  and  each  summer,  as  the 
peak  polio  season  approached, 
panic  grew. 

No  one  was  spared.  Child- 
ren, adults  and  even  President 
Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  were 
stricken.

His  experience  and  the 
growing  number  of  polio  cases 
drove  Roosevelt  to  create  the 
National  Foundation  of  Infan- 
tile Paralysis  (later  renamed 
the  March  of  Dimes)  to  fight 


the  disease.  The  organization 
funded  the  projects  that  sought 
to  eliminate  polio,  including 
research  being  conducted  right 
here  in  Pittsburgh  by  Dr.  Jonas 
Salk  and  his  team  of  research-

Salk  speculated  that  if  peo- 
ple were  injected  with  a  vac- 
cine made  from  killed  forms  of 
a  virus,  their  bodies  would  cre- 
ate antibodies  to  fight  off  the 
disease. 

The  group  had  already  test- 
ed their  ideas  on  animal  sub- 
jects —  rhesus  monkeys  —  with 
much  success.  Salk  needed 
human  volunteers  to  test  his 
vaccine. 

"If  I  had  to  single  out  a  par- 
ticular experience  without 
which  this  work  could  have  not 
moved  forward,  I  would  say 
that  it  was  the  initiation  of 
experiments  in  human  volun- 
teers." Salk  explained. 

In  1952,  Salk  traveled  to  The 
D.T.  Watson  Home  for  Crippled 
Children  in  Sewickiey  (now  The 
Watson  Institute),  where  chil- 
dren throughout  the  Pittsburgh 
area  with  polio  were  sent  for 
care. 

After  taking  blood  samples 
from  Watson's  patients  and 
staff,  "Salk's  Soldiers,"  Salk 
injected  them  with  his  vaccine 
and  their  blood  was  again  test- 
ed. 

As  Salk  had  predicted,  anti-

Emergency  room  readies  for  medical  advancements

edicine  advances  everyday. 
Patients  no  longer  have  to 
spend  numerous  days  in  the 
hospital  awaiting  diagnoses. 

New  pharmaceuticals  are  making 
treatment  easier  and  more  effective. 

But  keeping  up  with  the  evolving 
technology  requires  an  environment 
conducive  to  change. 

Authorities  at  Sewickiey  Valley 
Hospital  are  planning  to  bring  the 
emergency  department  to  the  forefront 
of  technology  with  an  $8  million  reno- 
vation project  slated  to  begin  later  this 
year. 

Catering  to  a  community 

Because  of  its  location  in  the  center 
of  a  busy  town,  SVH  has  a  long  history 
of  practicing  what  Dr.  Thomas 
Pangbum,  head  of  the  SVH  emergency 
department,  calls  "community  medi- 
cine." 

"Everybody  knows  someone  in  their 
nuclear  family  who  has  used  the  ED," 
he  said.  "You  can't  say  that  about  other 
things." 

The  most  common  patient  seen  in 
the  ED  is  between  ages  41  and  65,  but 
the  hospital  is  seeing  a  steady  increase 
in  the  number  of  patients  ages  66  to  100 
and  up. 

"Western  Pennsylvania  people  are 
just  older  and  they  require  more 
healthcare,"  said  Pangbum, 

Most  people  come  to  the  community 
ED  with  complaints  of  fever,  chest 
pain/shortness  of  breath,  abdominal 
pain,  open  wounds,  neck  sprain, 
headache,  lumbago  or  ankle  sprain. 

"Everyone  gets  a  fever.  It's  an  obvi- 
ous sign  that  something's  wrong.  You 
would  rush  in  a  one-month-old  and  a 
100-year-old  with  a  105-degree  temper- 
ature," says  Pangbum. 

The  ED's  admission  rate  is  12  per- 
cent of  the  37,000  patients  it  sees  annu- 
ally, one  of  the  lowest  of  all  area  hospi- 
tals. 

Pangbum  attributes  the  low  rate  to 
the  advances  in  modern  medicine  and 
the  hospital  staff's  aggressive  ap- 
proach to  using  it. 

Depending  on  volume,  most  cases 
get  through  the  ED  in  two  hours  and 
many  technological  advances  are 
being  made  to  decrease  the  visit  time 
even  more. 

According  to  annual  reports  from 
Press  Ganey,  a  company  dedicated  to 
healthcare  satisfaction  measurement 
and  improvement,  all  these  factors 
have  earned  SVH  a  ranking  in  the  top 
10  percent  of  the  country  in  patient  sat- 
isfaction.

But  Pangbum  and  his  staff  are  ded- 
icated to  raising  the  score.  Plans  to 
renovate  the  30-year-old  facility  will 
address  several  issues  physicians  and 
nurses  have  deemed  problem  areas. 

Bringing  function  to  form 

Many  design  changes  will  allow  the 
department  to  better  coincide  with  the 
Health  Insurance  Portability  and 
Accountability  Act,  which  addresses 
the  need  for  patient  privacy. 

"Is  it  really  confidential  to  have  a 
patient's  name  written  on  a  board  for 
all  to  see?  Is  it  really  private  to  have  a 
room  with  two  beds  eight  feet  away 
from  each  other?"  asks  Pangbum. 

Over  the  next  two  years,  the  facility 
will  grow  from  8,830  to  21,900  square 
feet.  Six  new  beds  will  be  added  to  the 
existing  22,  all  of  which  will  become 
private. 

Registration  will  be  done  bedside, 
and  dry  erase  patient  name  boards  will 
be  replaced  with  electronic  bedhoards, 
which  go  live  in  the  ED  this  week. 

The  new  system  allows  all  hospital 
staff  to  electronically  track  patient 
progress  through  the  admission  proce- 
dure. 

Renovations  also  will  eliminate  the 
"bouncy-ball"  experience  of  springing 
from  the  waiting  area  to  registration, 
back  to  the  waiting  area,  then  to  triage, 
back  to  a  waiting  area  and  finally  to  a 
bed. 

All  fast-track  patients,  those  with 
easily  treated  problems  like  minor  lac- 
erations and  orthopedic  issues,  will  be 
admitted  immediately  to  beds.

Digital  images  will  replace  x-ray 
films  that  can  take  hours  to  process. 
Once  an  image  is  taken,  it  will  appear 
instantly  on  all  physicians'  wireless 
laptop  computers. 

All  patient  records  also  will  be  kept 
electronically  so  any  doctor  can  access 
them  at  anv  time. 

Other  areas  of  the  aging  department 
also  will  change.  The  existing  employ- 
ee station  will  grow  to  better  serve  the 
three  doctors  and  eight  nurses  working 
each  shift. 

The  emergency  psychology  wing 
also  will  move  and  be  updated  to  make 
patients  and  family  members  more 
comfortable.  It  will  have  a  separate 
entrance  from  the  main  ED  to  increase 
patient  confidentiality. 

"This  way,  if  a  patient  comes  in  with 
a  psych  issue,  they  don't  have  to  check 
in  right  next  to  their  neighbor  who  has 
the  flu,"  says  Pangbum. 

Despite  the  additional  square 
footage,  Pangbum  expects  one  area  to 
see  only  modest  growth:  the  ED  wait- 
ing room. 

"You  want  a  waiting  room  that's 
empty.  If  you  have  to  build  a  big  wait- 
ing room,  you  have  a  problem,"  he 
said. 

To  make  the  space  as  comfortable 


as  possible,  designers  are  considering 
creating  a  waiting  area  that  will 
resemble  the  Hving  room  of  someone's 
home  with  separated  areas,  tables  and 
chairs. 

Plans  also  are  in  place  for  a  new 
pediatric  waiting  area  called  Austin's 
Room,  where  kids  can  be  entertained 
in  an  age-appropriate  environment. 

To  accommodate  the  growth,  sever- 
al departments  will  relocate. 

The  new  ED  will  extend  as  far  as  the 
Staunton  Clinic  across  the  hall  from 
the  existing  facility.  The  registration 
area  will  move  as  will  the  pharmacy. 

Though  upcoming  months  will  bring 
a  great  deal  of  change  to  SVH, 
Pangbum  is  confidant  the  renovations 
will  aid  ED  staff  in  providing  the  level 
of  care  community  members  have 
come  to  expect. 

"Right  now,  the  way  the  facility  is 
physically  planned,  we  are  behind  the 
trend.  Technologically,  we  are  ahead  of 
the  trend.  With  the  new  facility  and  the 
new  development  in  technology,  we  will 
be  way  beyond  the  trend."

body  levels  increased,  indicat- 
ing that  if  those  'without  the  dis- 
ease were  given  the  vaccine, 
their  bodies  would  be  able  to 
make  antibodies  that  would 
fight  off  polio  if  they  were  later 
exposed  to  it. 

Salk  explained:  "That  the 
first  to  participate  were  those 
already  afflicted  was  not  acci- 
dental. Where  would  there  be 
the  greatest  understanding  and 
willing  participation? 

"When  the  thought  occurred 
to  me  of  the  D.T.  Watson  Home 
for  Crippled  Children,  I  lived 
with  the  idea  for  a  long  time 
before  I  hesitatingly  approach- 
ed Dr.  Jesse  Wright  [Watson's] 
medial  director. 

"The  confidence  displayed 
by  her  —  and  the  president  of 
her  board,  and  the  members  of 
the  board  —  was  most  comfort- 
ing indeed.  All  that  was  theirs 
was  ours  to  use. 

"That  the  parents  and 
patients  themselves  came  for-

ward  without  hesitation  will 
give  you  some  idea  of  the  pleas- 
ure that  was  to  be  derived  from 
working  with  those  who  put 
themselves  at  our  disposal  with 
little  to  be  gained  for  them- 
selves, an  opportunity  that  for 
them  would  never  be.  they 
wanted  for  others. 

"Miss  Lucile  Cochran,  the 


administrator  of  the  Watson 
Home  was  to  us  the  Minister  of 
Confidence,  the  Florence  Night- 
ingale, and  more  besides." 

Salk  expanded  his  trials, 
recruiting  first-,  second-,  and 
third-grade  students  from 
Leetsdale,  Emsworth,  Sewick- 
ley,  Fair  Oaks  and  St.  James 
School  in  Sewickley. 


Then,  he  inoculated  six-  to 
nine-year  olds  from  Pitts- 
burgh's City  Schools:  Arsenal, 
Belman,  Bennett,  Burgwin, 
Clayton,  Colfax,  Conroy,  Cres- 
cent, Davis,  Dil worth.  Forbes, 
Frick,  Culton,  linden,  Madi- 
son, Rogers,  Sunnyside  and 
Wrightman. 

Next,  he  traveled  to  Pitts- 
burgh's parochial  schools  —  St. 
Lawrence,  St.  Stephen's,  Holy 
Rosary,  Sacred  Heart,  Resur- 
rection, St.  Basil's  and  St. 
George. 

The  inoculations  given  to 
parochial  students  were  the 
first  to  be  commercially  pre- 
pared. Before  then,  the  vac- 
cines were  produced  in  Salk's 
lab  at  the  University  of 
Pittsburgh. 

Later,  Salk's  field  trials 
extended  beyond  the  Pittsburgh 
into  a  nation-wide  trial,  the 
largest  in  medical  history.  His 
theories  held  true  throughout 
the  trials.  A  cure  was  found!

announcement  of  Salk's  suc- 
cessful -  results  was  made  on 
April  12,  1955. 

The  vaccine  was  deemed 
"safe,  effective  and  potent." 
Headlines  around  the  world 
proclaimed  "The  Vaccine 
Works!" 

Salk  became  a  national 
hero,  "the  man  who  saved  the 
children." 

By  the  end  of  1955,  more 
than  10  million  children  in  five 
countries  had  been  vaccinat- 
ed. By  1962,  that  number 
dropped  from  more  than  45,000 
cases  in  1953  and  1954  to  less 
than  1,000. 

Since  then,  polio  has  been 
eradicated  throughout  the 
developed  countries  of  the 
world. 

Salk  never  patented  his  vac- 
cine, preferring  to  see  it  dis- 
tributed as  widely  as  possible. 

April  12,  2005  marks  the 
50th  anniversary  of  one  of 
the  most  significant  scientif- 
ic achievements  of  the  20th 
century  —  the  announce- 
ment of  the  success  of  Dr. 
Jonas  Salk's  polio  vaccine.

(March  30,  2005)  -  Magnetic 
resonance  imaging  (MRI)  is  a  test 
that  uses  a  magnetic  field  and 
pulses  of  radio  wave  energy  to 
internal  pictures  the  human  body. 
MRI  tests  can  provide  informa- 
tion that  cannot  be  obtained  from 
X-rays,  ultrasounds,  or  CT  scans. 

MRI  can  detect  subtle 
changes  in  the  normal  structure  of 
organs  or  other  tissues.

"Through  this  technology,  doctors 
can  actually  look  inside  the  body 
and  make  accurate  diagnosis 
without  ever  making  an  incision."

The  Department  of  Home- 
land Security  is  accepting 
applications  for  the  Assistance 
to  Firefighters  Grant  (AFG) 
program. 

The  deadline  for  receipt  of 
the  AFG  fire  grant  applica- 
tions is  5  p.m.  on  April  8. 

The  AFG  is  administered 
by  the  Department  of  Home- 
land's Security  's  Office  of 
State  and  Local  Government 
Coordination  and  Prepared- 
ness. 

In  addition,  in  2005,  the 
AFG  program  allows  for  non- 
fire  based  EMS  organizations 
to  apply  for  grants. 

These  funds  are  used  by  the 
nation's  firefighters  to  in- 
crease the  effectiveness  of  fire 
fighting  and  emergency 
response  operations  and  to 
improve  firefighter  health  and 
safety  programs. 

The  application  period  for 
the  AFG  Staffing  for  Adequate 
Fire  and  Emergency  Res- 
ponse (SAFER)  grants  will 
begin  on  May  31,  and  continue 
through  June  28. 

The  SAFER  grants  provide 
funding  for  the  hiring  of  fire 
personnel  and  incentives  for 
volunteer  recruitment  and 
retention.

Board  disconnects  from  ASO, 
prepares  for  ACLU  court  date

Two  issues  had.  the  Aleppo 
Board  of  Commissioners  split 

—  participation  in  ASO  and  an 
ACLU  lawsuit  filed  on  behalf  of 
Commissioner  Carolyn  Smith  - 

-  and  both  were  scrutinized 
heavily  last  week  by  residents 
and  board  members  during  a 
legislative  session. 

Only  one  issue  was  settled. 

The  board  voted  to  prepare 
and  advertise  an  ordinance  to 
rescind  the  township's  partici- 
pation in  the  intergovernmen- 
tal agreement  for  the  ASO 
Committee. 

The  motion  lost  momentum 
last  month,  when  Oliver 
Poppenberg  Sr.,  president,  was 
absent.  This  month,  Poppen- 
berg broke  the  tie.  Cornmis- 
sioners  Rick  Starr,  vice  presi- 
dent, and  Linda  Talmon  voted 
to  rescind  while  Commission- 
ers Gloria  Vish  and  Smith 
voted  against. 

"I  want  to  state  again  how 
disappointed  I  am,"  Smith 
said.  "This  is  a  loss  for  the 
township." 

A  few  residents  spoke  up  as 
well,  chastising  the  board  for 
its  decision  and  saying  com- 
missioners ought  to  stay  in 
negotiations. 

Another  resident  offered  the 
possibility  that  residents  who 
spoke  out  against  the  decision 
had  not  been  to  several  former 
meetings  and  do  not  under- 
stand the  history  of  intergov- 
ernmental negotiations  well 
enough  to  make  a  sound  judge- 
ment on  whether  or  not  to  pull 
out. 

,TWnen  Lgot  on  this  board,  I 
had  a  regional  concept,"  Starr 
said.  "We  ...  put  a  hand  out.  We 
were  led  down  some  paths  that 
we  believed  would  lead  to 
fruition.  They  didn't."

The  board  remained  un- 
moved by  the  discussions  and 
the  motion  stayed. 

Solicitor  Bernard  Rubb  and 
Smith  then  butted  heads  on  an 
ongoing  ACLU  claim. 

On  behalf  of  Smith,  the 
ACLU  alleges  the  other  four 
commissioners  and  Rubb  have 
illegally  barred  her  from  exec- 
utive meetings  that  entertain 
personnel  and  litigation  mat- 
ters. 

Rubb  alleges  Smith  leaked 
confidential  information  in  the_ 
past  and  presumes  to  retain 
the  right  to  do  so  in  the  future. 

Some  residents  questioned 
the  board  as  to  why  they  can- 
not work  matters  out  among 
themselves,  rather  than  contin- 
ue with  the  costly  lawsuit. 

The  township  has  spent 
more  than  $20,000  so  far,  and 
Rubb,  who  is  representing  the 
commissioners  and  himself, 
said  that  figure  could  triple. 

"I've  offered  to  sit  down  with 
anyone,  anytime,"  Smith  said, 
alleging  Rubb  is  profiting  from 
the  litigation.  "Not  even  the 
solicitor  is  willing  to  sit  down 
and  talk." 

Rubb  said  he  is  representing 
the  township  for  his  solicitor's 
salary  of  $125  per  hour,  claim- 
ing that  is  half  of  what  he 
charges  his  clients  and  one- 
third  of  what  other  lawyers 
could  cost  the  township. 

"The  same  problem  oc- 
curred with  different  commis- 
sioners and  a  different  solicitor 
two  years  ago,"  Rubb  said,  not- 
ing  previous  meeting  minutes 
that  allegedly  feature  similar 
legal  issues. 

The  case  is  scheduled  to  be 
tried  May  9  in  the  U.S.  District 
Court  in  Pittsburgh.

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Park  group  reaches  fund-raising  goal

It  took  more  than  one  year 
and  the  help  of  an  entire  com- 
munity; but  a  local  organiza- 
tion is  one  step  closer  to  build- 
ing a  place  where  all  children 
can  play. 

At  last  week's  Sewickley 
council  meeting,  members  of 
the  War  Memorial  Playground 
committee  announced  they  had 
reached  their  fund-raising  goal 
of  $305,000. 

"I  want  to  thank  you  and 
commend  you  for  doing  an 
excellent  job  and  raising  this 
money,"  said  Don  Kipke;  coun- 
cil president. 

"This  will  be  a  great  play- 
ground not  just  for  Sewickley 
residents  but  for  the  region  in 
general." 

Over  the  past  year,  the  com- 
mittee held  numerous  fund- 
raisers and  received  donations 
from  local  organizations, 
including  $100,000  from  Sewick- 
ey  Borough  Council,  $50,000 
from  the  Child  Health 
Association  and  $25,000  from 
the  Sewickley  Vallev  YMCA.

All  money  raised  will  be 
used  to  build  a  playground  in 
the  borough's  park  with  three 
play  areas,  a  tricycle  path,  pic- 
nic tables,  benches  and  trash 
receptacles. 

Ib  ensure  all  children  can 
enjoy  the  park  equipment,  the 
committee  v/orked  with  Bound- 
less Playgrounds,  an  organiza- 
tion dedicated  to  developing 
play  areas  catering  to  children 
with  and  without  disabilities. 

Jim  Jeffreys  Associates,  the 
project  designer,  studied 
Bound-less  Playground  design 
concepts  and  incorporated  cer- 
tain qualities,  such  as  rubber 
surfacing,  into  War  Memorial 
playground  plans. 

Because  the  designer  and 
the  equipment  vendor, 
Playground  World,  are  state 
contractors,  the  committee  will 
get  discounts  for  obtaining 
their  services. 

Richard  Tucker,  Sewickley 
Borough  solicitor,  must 
approve  the  companies  as  state 


contractors  before  discounts 
can  be  awarded. 

If  not  approved,  the  play- 
ground committee  with  have  to 
raise  an  additional  $20,000. 

Heather  Saftner,  playground 
committee  chair,  said  approval 
is  likely,  after  which  the  com- 
mittee will  entertain  bids  for 
the  ground  preparation  phase. 

Construction  is  expected  to 
begin  after  a  series  of  studies, 
and  the  playground  is  expected 
to  be  open  for  either  fall  2005  or 
spring  2006. 

Although  members  reached 
their  intended  goal,  the  com- 
mittee is  still  accepting  dona- 
tions. 

"We've  had  such  an  over- 
whelming, generous  response 
from  the  community.  It's  not 
just  what  we've  done,  it's  the 
community  that  has  recog- 
nized the  need,"  said  Saftner 

"The  more  we  raise,  the 
more  we  can  put  into  the  play- 
ground."

Documenting  the  birth  of  a  Civil  War  monument 


This  article,  which  appears  as  part  of 
a  series,  attempts  to  acquaint  readers 
with  the  ongoing  efforts  to  replace  the 
Soldiers  Monument  and  Statue  of  Fame, 
which  commemorate  the  Civil  War  and 
recall  the  earliest  days  of  Sewickley 
Cemetery. 

This  effort  is  borne  by  the  non-profit 
organization,  Citizens  for  Soldiers,  a 
group  of  dedicated  residents  of  Sewick- 
ley Valley.  The  support  of  the  people  in 
the  valley  is  invaluable  to  the  endeavors 
of  this  group. 

In  February  2005,  John  Dioguardi 
and  Harton  Semple  gave  a  power 
point  presentation  to  the  Sewickley 
Valley  Historical  Society  regarding  the 
progress  of  the  Civil  War  Monument 
reproduction. 

That  presentation,  summarized  here, 
will  be  given  to  other  groups  in  the  near 
future,  as  the  struggle  continues  to  raise 
the  money  desperately  needed  to  com- 
plete this  project. 

While  the  members  of  the  Citizens  for 
Soldiers  Committee  press  forward  with 
their  fund-raising  efforts,  machines  are 
working  and  men  are  laboring  to  create 
the  finished  monument;  an  honor  to  the 
fallen  soldiers,  a  tribute  to  the  vision  and 
artistry  of  Isaac  Broome,  and  a  perma- 
nent git  to  the  residents  of  the  Sewickley 
Valley. 

History  does  repeat. 

Similar  to  the  original  committee 
assembled  to  raise  funds,  Citizens  for 
Soldiers  is  a  small  group  of  dedicated 
people  who  understand  their  purpose: 
honor  the  fallen  soldiers  of  the  Civil  War, 
and  all  wars,  with  an  appropriate  monu- 
ment. 

There  was  never  any  doubt  as  to  the 
design,  Isaac  Broome's  monument 
would  serve  as  the  model  to  be  copied 
and  recreated  in  durable  granite. 

The  great  effort  facing  the  committee 
was,  and  still  is,  obtaining  the  funds  nec- 
essary to  turn  desire  into  reality.  These 
citizens,  like  their  predecessors,  will  not 
be  deterred.  Drawing  strength  and  inspi- 
ration from  the  historic  hand-written 
documents  at  the  Sewickley  Cemetery, 
the  Citizens  for  Soldiers  Committee 
endures  a  similar  path  of  criticism  and 
apathy. 

However,  the  committee  echoes  the 
sentiment  of  D.  N.  White,  ".  .  .  we  have 
not  ceased  to  present  the  claims  of  our 
patriotic  enterprise  to  our  fellow  citizens. 
To  say  we  met  with  no  rebuffs  or  dis- 
couragements would  not  be  . . .  the  truth. 

"There  were  times  when,  had  we  been 
easily  disheartened,  we  should  have 
given  up  in  despair;  but  some  noble  sub-

scription,  some  cheering  word,  would 
nerve  us  to  new  effort,  until  we  saw  our 
way  clear  to  commence  the  work. 

"If  we  have  at  any  time  unduly 
pressed  the  matter  upon  reluctant  spir- 
its, we  point  to  the  result  and  say,  there 
is  our  apology." 

Recent  contributions  of  $20,000 
by  one  person  and  $6,000  from  another 
generous  individual  have  helped  buoy 
the  spirits  of  the  committee,  but  more 
contributions  are  necessary  to  pay  for 
the  ongoing  work. 

At  this  time  Rock  of  Ages  has  com- 
pleted much  of  the  work  on  the  Ionic 
columns  that  are  an  integral  part  of  the 
architectural  character  of  Isaac 
Broome's  design.  Although  modern  tech- 
nology allows  machines  to  perform  most 
of  the  work,  permitting  easier  reproduc- 
tion of  these  important  columns,  it  is  the 
desire  to  remain  true  to  the  original 
monument  that  guides  the  work  of  these 


machines  and  the  men  operating  them. 

The  detail  evident  on  these  columns, 
detail  that  has  disappeared  from  the 
original  monument,  shows  how  this  proj- 
ect will  enable  us  to  see  some  of  the 
beauty  in  Broome's  vision  that  has  been 
erased  by  time. 

John  Dioguardi  of  Rome  Monument 
Works  in  Moon  Township  has  been  work  - 
ing closely  with  the  superintendent  and 
employees  of  the  Sewickley  Cemetery  to 
ensure  that  the  new  monument  reflects 
the  artwork  of  the  original  as  much  as 
possible. 

Attention  is  being  paid  to  the  many 
small  details  that  give  Broome's  carv- 
ings artistry,  like  the  differences  in  the 
flow  and  size  of  the  ribbons  on  the 
wreaths  and  torches,  and  the  curious  let- 
tering that  Broome  used  to  identify  him- 
self as  the  sculptor  It  is  this  attention  to 
detail  that  honors  Broome. 

Stanislaw  Lutostanski,  master  sculp- 


tor, continues  to  chisel  the  new  statue  of 
Fame  that  will  crown  the  monument. 
His  labor  brings  the  hand  of  man  into 
prominence  with  this  project,  producing 
what  no  machine  can. 

Only  the  blend  of  the  eyes,  hands 
and  soul  of  an  artist  can  create  the  stat- 
ue appropriate  for  this  monument.  To 
bring  life  to  granite  requires  an  intimate 
touch  between  the  tools  and  the  rock  sur- 
face. 

This  statue,  a  blend  of  Broome's 
design  and  Lutostanki's  artistry,  almost 
equal  parts  of  both,  becomes  an  addi- 
tional gift  of  this  project  to  the  commu- 
nity. Like  a  child  born  of  two  individuals, 
this  statue  will  reflect  part  of  both,  yet 
still  be  its  own  unique  creation. 

Perhaps  that  gives  this  monument  a 
further  source  of  inspiration  and  hope; 
by  paying  tribute  and  respect  to  the  past, 
while  combining  the  technology  and  arti- 
sans of  the  present,  we  create  a  gift  for 
the  future.

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Sewickley  Civic  Garden  Council  outlines  season's  events

Sewickley's  municipal  landscape 
soon  will  be  dressed  in  all  manner 
of  budding  trees,  flowers,  vegeta- 
bles and  herbs. 

But  for  all  the' earthy  glamour,  often 
overlooked  are  the  people  who  volunteer 
their  time  to  beautify  the  town  in  con- 
junction with  the  borough,  members  of 
the  Sewickley  Civic  Garden  Council  and 
other  off-shoot  garden  and  nature  clubs. 

They  seem  to  have  their  green 
thumbprints  on  everything  growing 
around  Sewickley,  including  Park  Place, 
on  either  side  of  the  Broad  Street  entry 
into  the  Village,  Riverfront  Park,  a  two- 
acre  strip  along  Chadwick  Street, 
Wolcott  Park  and  War  Memorial  Park, 
which  will  undergo  a  large  facelift  this 
year. 

And  with  warmer  weather  on  the  way, 
volunteers  are  excited  about  upcoming 
projects. 

The  borough  is  planning  a  complete 
facelift  at  Wolcott  Park  and  members  of 
Trowel  &  Error  Garden  Club,  are  look- 
ing forward  to  planting  new  material. 

"This  is  a  banner  year  for  Wolcott 
Park,"  said  Christine  Cohen,  club  presi- 
dent, noting  the  revamping  of  the  site. 

"Trowel  &  Error  and  SCGC  is  working 


on  a  re-landscape  design.  It  will  be  much 
more  coherent  with  a  much  more  culti- 
vated look." 

Cohen  said  it  is  important  to  keep 
Wolcott  Park  in  proper  repair  because  of 
its  location. 

"We  are  enthusiastic  about  the  bor- 
ough's plans,"  said  Cohen.  "It  is  such  a 
focal  point  for  Sewickley.'' 

Kevin  Flannery,  borough  manager, 
said  the  borough  plans  to  paint  the  gaze- 
bo, erect  a  black  wrought  iron  fence  to 
replace  an  older  wooden  one,  install  a 
new  water  fountain  with  a  smaller 
"doggy  fountain"  attached  and  clean  the 
benches. 

lrWe  cleaned  it  up  quite  a  bit  this  win- 
ter," Flannery  said.  "The  garden  club 
has  been  very  supportive  of  that  area." 

In  Cohen's  plans  for  Wolcott  Park  are 
five  blue  hollies  for  the  drinking  fountain 
area..  Seven  hick  yews  and  three  oak  leaf 
hydrangeas  will  replace  an  "unruly 
assortment  of  hostas,  grasses  and  but- 
terfly bushes." 

Two  rhododendrons  and  six  hydran- 
geas will  replace  the  azaleas.

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Flats  of  pachysandra  will  pro- 
vide cover  beneath  the  weeping 
cherry  tree  and  12  boxwoods 
will  frame  the  beds  on  either 
side  of  the  gazebo. 

She  hopes  to  have  two  Ley- 
land  cypress  trees,  which  are  on 
either  side  of  the  gazebo,  trans- 
planted to  the  back  corner  of 
the  park  near  the  alley  adjacent 
to  Party  Ants. 

Cohen  said  the  trees  will 
grow  to  a  height  of  25  to  40  feet

"They  are  very  shallow  root- 
ed," said  Lynn  Popovich,  SCGC 
volunteer,  explaining  they  will 
be  replaced  by  a  sturdier  vari- 
ety. 

A  few  dead  Japanese  Pines 
will  also  be  removed. 

New  hanging  flower  arrange- 
ments will  soon  be  spotted 
around  town. 

"They  are  absolutely  "beauti- 
ful," Popovich  said  of  the  bas- 
kets that  will  hang  on  the  cor- 
ners of  Beaver  and  Broad, 
Broad  and  Thorn  and  areas  in 
between. 

The  baskets  are  scheduled  to 
be  hung  near  the  end  of  spring, 
but  before  May  Mart,  another 
project  SCGC  helps  to  organize. 
Projects  sponsored  by  SCGC 
are  community  efforts,  and  the 
community  benefits  from  them 
in  many  ways.

With  nine  of  10  qualified  starters  on 
the  Sewickley  Academy  Boys'  Lacrosse 
Team  being  seniors,  the  biggest  prob- 
lem they  will  face,  according  to  head 
coach  Evan  Kurtz,  is  not  having  enough 
scoring  opportunities. 

"There  is  only  one  ball  to  go  around 
when  it  comes  to  putting  it  in  the  back 
of  the  net,"  Kurtz  quipped. 

"We'll  probably  get  more  than  80 
percent  of  our  playing  time  from  sen- 
iors," he  estimated.  "When  it  comes  to 
scoring,  about  90  percent  will  come 
from  seniors." 

And  a  fair  percentage  of  that  will 
most  likely  come  from  Scott  Fetterolf, 
attack,  who  recently  signed  with  The 
Ohio  State  University,  a  Division  One 
college,  on  a  lacrosse  scholarship. 


"The  qualities  that  make  Scott  a 
great  lacrosse  player  are  his  quickness 
and  change  of  direction,  which  com- 
bined with  his  ability  to  go  both  right 
and  left,  make  him  very  difficult  to 
defend,"  Kurtz  said,  adding  that  he 
expects  Fetterolf  to  fulfill  his  leader- 
ship role  as  captain  and  continue  to  be 
a  scoring  threat. 

This  is  Kurtz's  first  year  as  head 
coach,  but  he  has  four  years  experi- 
ence coaching  high  school  lacrosse  in 
Washington  D.C. 

He  was  assistant  coach  for  the 
Panthers  for  the  past  two  years. 

Last  year,  the  team  suffered  a  6-12 
season,  one  of  the  few  losing  records  in 
Panther  history. 

"Obviously,  we're  looking  to  change 
that,"  Kurtz  said.  "But,  at  the  same 
time,  we're  playing  one  of  the  most  dif- 
ficult schedules  in  the  league." 


But  Kurtz  has  faith  in  the  talent  and 
leadership  of  his  four  captains, 
Fetterolf,  Phil  Caputo,  midfielder,  Josh 
Snyder,  attack,  and  Keith  Stone, 
defender. 

"Caputo  is  a  strong  two-way  defend- 
er," Kurtz  said,  explaining  that  he  is 
versatile  and  is  a  threat  offensively 
and  defensively.  "He  is  a  good  dodger 
and  has  a  powerful  shot." 

"Stone  is  a  great  defender  to  play 
against  other  team's  top  midfielders," 
he  said.  "Hopefully,  he'll  start  some  fast 
breaks  for  us  going  the  other  way." 

Kurtz  said  he'll  count  on  Snyder  to 
seal  the  deal. 

"He's  always  been  a  good  finisher," 
he  explained.  "He's  also  coming  a  long 
way  on  being  able  to  create  his  own 
shots."

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Coach  projects  winning  2005  season

Fact:  It's  been  a  few  years 
since  the  Quakers  have  had  a 
winning  season.  They  went  7-9 
overall  and  4-8  in  the  section 
last  year  and  6-12  overall  and 
7-8  overall  for  two  years  prior. 

Projection:  The  dry  spell 
can't  last  forever,  and  new 
head  coach  Greg  Vecchi  has 
solid  reasons  for  expecting  it 
to  end  this  year  with  the 
Quakers  going  above  .500,  if 
not  further. 

For  starters,  they  are  expe- 
rienced. 

"These  kids  are  young  but 
have  had  a  lot  of  playing 
time,"  Vecchi  said,  and 
explained  that  many  prac- 
ticed over  the  winter  months, 
and  the  team  has  been  in  con- 
ditioning since  late 
December. 

The  Quakers  only  lost  three 
seniors:  Mike  DePace.  pitch- 
er, Ray  Bollinger,  third  base, 
and  James  Dixon,  left  field, 
and  Vecchi  has  qualified  tal- 
ent ready  to  take  up  those 
positions. 

The  goal:  "We're  looking  to 
go  above  .500  in  the  section," 
Vecchi  said,  but  added  they

The  Quakers  pulled  off  a  6- 
2  win  against  Center  last  year, 
but  lost  another  and  were 
unable  to  keep  New  Brighton 
down.

swing,"  Vecchi  said.  "One  of 
the  smoothest  on  the  team." 

Dan  Benson,  who  had  a 
strong  2004  season  at  relief 
pitch  and  third  base,  is  fight- 
ing for  the  number  two  spot  in 
the  pitching  rotation  and  the 
starting  job  at  third  base. 

"He  will  be  a  valuable 
relief  pitcher  if  he  does  not 
start  as  a  pitcher,"  Vecchi 
said,  and  added  that  Benson 
is  another  player  who  worked 
hard  on  his  pitching  mechan- 
ics in  the  off-season. 

"He  has  seen  noticeable 
improvement  in  his  speed  and 
curve." 

Justin  Miller,  who  is  out 
with  an  injury  but  expected 
back  for  the  Quakers  exhibi- 
tion schedule,  is  projected  to 
play  center  field.

Scherer  is  fighting  for  the 
number  two  pitching  spot  and 
will  fill  in  at  third  or  short  if 


needed,  Vecchi  said. 

Also  fighting  for  third  is 
E.J  laiick,  a  "solid  fielder 
who  also  will  be  a  valuable 
relief  pitcher  with  good  off- 
speed  stuff." 

That  leaves  first  and  sec- 
ond and  QV  has  those  covered 
with  Matt  McTiernan  and 
Evan  Fields  consecutively.

"Matt  had  a  good  year 
fielding  and  hitting  at  the  JV 
level,"  Vecchi  said.  "He  has  a 
lot  of  game  experience  for  a 
sophomore." 

The  Quakers  will  also  bene- 
fit from  a  couple  of  transfers. 

James  Hopkins,  from 
Ambridge,  Hunter  Metzger, 
Sewickley  Academy,  and  John 
Sutter,  Florida,  are  all  wel- 
comed transfers,  Vecchi  said, 
each  vying  for  various  infield 
and  outfield  slots.

{NAPSD-Just  as  you  take  certain 
steps  to  make  your  home  safer  for 
kids,  you  also  play  a  role  in  making 
vehicles  safer  for  children,  whether 
you're  on  the  road  or  at  home. 

Here  are  common-sense  meas- 
ures you  can  take  daily  to  help  keep 
kids  safe: 

On  The  Road 

DO  secure  infants  in  rear-facing 
child  safety  seats,  in  a  back  seat 
whenever  possible. 

Rear-facing  child  restraints  are 
designed  for  infants  up  to  at  least  20 
pounds,  around  19  to  26  inches  in 
height  and  up  to  at  least  1  year  of  age 
or  older  if  the  child  restraint  will 
allow.  Never  put  a  rear-facing  child 
restraint  in  front  of  an  active  air  bag. 

DO  secure  children  at  least  one 
year  of  age,  who  weigh  between  20 
and  40  pounds  or  more,  and  up  to 
around  age  4,  in  forward -facing  child 
safety  seats  properly  secured  in  a 
back  seat  whenever  possible. 

DO  secure  children  who  weigh 
between   40   pounds   and  80-100 


pounds  in  a  belt-positioning  booster 
seat  with  a  lap  and  shoulder  belt  in  a 
back  seat  whenever  possible. 

DO  make  sure  th§t  older  children 
who  have  outgrown  booster  seats 
properly  wear  the  vehicle's  safety 
belts-and  that  ail  children  12  and 
under  ride  in  a  back  seat.  Crash  sta- 
tistics show  that  they  are  safer  there. 

DO  encourage  kids  over  12-if  they 
must  ride  in  the  front  seat-to  sit  up 
straight  and  all  the  way  back  in  the 
seat  with  the  safety  belt  properly  fas- 
tened. 

DON'T  allow  kids  to  put  the  shoul- 
der belt  portion  of  the  safety  belt 
behind  their  backs  or  .under  their 
arm.  This  prevents  the  safety  belt 
from  providing  proper  protection 
during  a  crash. 

DO  always  use  safety  belts  and 
insist  that  all  passengers  {including 
adults)  wear  safety  belts.  Kids  learn 
by  example. 

DO  use  new  child  safety  seats 
whenever  possible  and  install  them 
according  to  the  owner's  manuals  for 
the  seat  and  your  vehicle.  If  you  use 


a  previously  owned  child  safety  seat, 
make  sure  it  has  not  been  involved  in 
a  serious  crash,  is  not  missing  parts 
and  has  not  been  recalled. 

To  find  out  if  a  seat  has  been 
recalled,  call  the  National  Highway 
Traffic  Safety  Administration's  Auto 
Safety  Hotiine,  1-888-327-4236  or  on 
the  web,  go  to  http://www.odi. nhtsa 
.dot.gov/  cars/problems/recails/chitd 
seat.  cfm.  In  addition,  at  child  seat 
check  up  events  around  the  nation, 
the  Safe  Kids  Buckle  Up  Program, 
sponsored  by  the  National  Safe  Kids 
Campaign  and  General  Motors.

Parking  Lots  and  Driveways 

DO  always  lock  your  vehicle-even 
in  the  driveway  or  garage-and  keep 
the  keys  away  from  children. 

DON'T  leave  a  child  unattended  in 
a  motor  vehicle,  not  even  for  a  sec- 
ond. On  an  even  moderate  spring  or 
fall  day,  the  temperature  inside  the 


vehicle  could  reach  letha!  levels.  For 
free  brochures  on  this  subject,  go  to 
www.gmability.com  or  www.safe 
kids.org. 

DO  call  authorities  if  you  observe 
that  a  young  child  has  been  left  alone 
in  a  vehicle. 

DO  conduct  a  thorough  "walk- 
around"  of  a  vehicle  before  getting 
inside  and  starting  the  engine.  If  chil- 
dren are  playing  outside  as  you  are 
preparing  to  move  a  vehicle,  make 
sure  they  are  standing  a  safe  dis- 
tance away-where  you  can  see  them- 
before  backing  up. 

DO  check  interior  surfaces  such  as 
metal  safety  belt  buckles  before 
restraining  children  in  a  vehicle  on  a 
warm  day.  Surfaces  can  warm  up 
quickly  and  may  burn  tender  skin. 

DON'T  store  potentially  hazardous 
substances  such  as  filled  gas-  cans, 
open  containers  of  oil  or  grill 
propane  tanks  in  a  vehicle.
